LONDON, July 9. 
In the House of 
Commons 
today, In the course of a dis- 
cussion of the Irish estimates, Gerald 
Balfour, 
Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, 
after a fierce attack by Timothy Healy 
on the Irish Board of Works, made a 
statement 
as to the manner in which 
the Government proposed to expend the 
500,000 voted by Parliament last year 
for the development 
of the resources 
of Ireland. 
"The scheme," said the Chief Secre- 
tary, 
"proposes 
the 
construction 
of 
light railways 
through 
the congested 
districts of North Donegal and to open 
up by means of steamboats and coaches 
a new tourist route across the west of 
Ireland. 
A steamer service a hundred 
miles up the Shannon will begin on the 
1st of August, 
while other lines 
of 
steamers and coaches will connect the 
Killarney district with Connemara." 
Then occurred a curious scene. 
The 
Nationalists, 
who had been previously 
abusing the Government for Its wanton 
disregard 
of Ireland, arose, one after 
the other, and effusively thanked 
Ger- 
ald Balfour for the broad and gener- 
ous manner in which he had dealt with 
the problem, all admitting that he had 
done the best possible with the funds 
at his command.

German Lloyd steamer Spree, Captain 
Meier, which sailed from New York on

steamer 
Maine, from 
Philadelphia 
for 
London. 
All 
the 
Spree's passengers and crew are well. 
The delay was caused by the crack- 
ing of her crank shaft on July 2d, while

sea was calm at the time of the acci- 
dent, and the Spree drifted until

to press the 
treaty to consideration 
this summer. 
It 
Is the intention 
to make the report on the 
treaty most extensive, and to print It for 
the 
information 
of Senators, 
who 
wish 
to see on what grounds 
the administra- 
tion nlshes to press 
annexation 
at this 
time. 
It 
Is understood 
that 
the report 
will be full, setting forth the views 
of 
Secretary Sherman 
and the Cabinet, and 
will bo used as a basis 
for annexation 
speeches during the next session. 
The 
friends 
of the annexation treaty 
on the Foreign Relations 
Committee hope 
to bo authorized 
to report a ratification 
resolution at their meeting next Wednes- 
day, but it is by no means certain that 
an agreement will be reached as soon. 
Hawaiian 
Minister 
Hatch expressed 
to 
Assistant Secretary Day, by direction 
of 
his 
Government, 
an earnest 
hope that 
the ratification 
of the annexation 
treaty 
would 
bo expedited, 
which 
was 
the

plomatic way of telling the United States 
that efforts should be made by the Ex- 
ecutive tp have the Senate act at once. 
Japan is very 
much wrought 
up over 
the Hawaiian 
emigration 
trouble 
and the 
i.

demanded, 
ana her Insistence 
that 
she must havo 
adequate

abrogation of her treaty rights by

which will consume much time and diplo- 
macy to peacefully adjust. 
The recall of 
Minister 
Hoshi is regarded 
at the State 
Department 
as one of the probabilities 
in 
the situation. 
Minister 
Hoshi called at the State 
De- 
partment 
today 
and 
had 
an 
interview 
with the Assistant Secretary. 
This Is the 
first visit the Minister has made 
to the 
State Department 
since he filed the 
pro- 
test against 
the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty. 
The Japanese Minister has received late 
advices from both Hawaii and from home 
which 
show 
that 
negotiations 
relative 
to the differences 
between 
the two 
Gov- 
ernments 
on the 
immigration 
question 
are going 
forward 
peaceably, 
and 
that 
there Is nothing in the progress 
of the 
negotiations 
to justify 
the sensational

The desks 
are built of dark mahogany, raised on 
iron standards,

ting fresh or warm air for ventilation 
or heating. 
The Interior row Is a com- 
bination of settees, reading tables and 
standing 
writing 
desks, with 
shelves 
for books of reference, atlases, diction- 
aries, encyclopedias or directories. The 
outer rows of desks are 
double-face-d, 
arranged for people reading or study- 
ing. 
If you allow a space of four feet 
each, the desks are capable of seating 
240 
readers, 
including 
the 
alcoves, 
which (on account of the number 
of 
separate spaces they contain) are well 
adapted 
to uses

The rotunda can accommodate a total 
number of 2S9 readers. 
The distributing 
desk is surrounded 
by a circular 
counter for attendants 
and for receiving and delivering books. 
Cases have been supplied containing a 
card catalogue of the library, arranged 
alphabetically In shallow drawers.

No Claim Made By Japan Asks Re- 
cognition of Principles of Indem- 
nification 
Offer to Arbitrate. 


TTor several weeks past items 
of news 
tearing on the 
Japan-Hawa- ii 
difficulty 
--have 
appeared 
in San Francisco papers 
and purporting to come from officials at 
Washington. 
The fact that the press of 
Honolulu has been denied Information 
by 
the Foreign 
Office here has made the ap- 
pearance of these 
Items 
In the foreign 
press the more aggravating to the public 
generally and the reporters particularly. 
It has been mooted for some time that 
it has been 
the Intention 
of 
Minister 
Cooper to make public 
aU matters 
con-..r- ii 
with the case, and that 
he has 
been waiting for a communication 
from 
Washington before doing so. 
This 
was 
exnected 
by the Aus 
tralia, but it failed 
to arrive, 
and 
the 
Minister concluded to wait the arrival of 
the Moana. 
His plans 
were 
evidently 
changed 
again, on reading the 
newspa- 
per item 
concerning 
this Government's 
offer to arbitrate, for yesterday morning 
he notified the press to meet him in his 


office at 11 o'clock.

land were permitted to do so. 
As to the 
Sakura Maru, 
there were 
1S3 who 
pos- 
sessed 
memorandas 
of agreement with 
the Morioka Immigration Company 
sim- 
ilar to those who came by the Shlnshiu 
Maru, and the same ruling was made and 
the same 
exceptions 
to the rule. 
The 
policy of this Government 
has continued 
on lines heretofore set forth to represen- 
tatives of your Government." 
"I called attention to a dispatch to Min- 
ister Shimamura's predecessor, 
Mr. 
Shl-miz- u. 
In which it was said that "this Gov- 
ernment feels at liberty at all times to 
limit or suspend 
Immigration, 
especially 
that conducted by private parties." 
This 
was 
not done 
on account 
of prejudice 
against Japanese subjects, 
but in 
pur- 
suance 
of a desire 
on the part of this 
Government 
to control the Influx of Im- 
migrants who were 
to be employed as 
laborers. 
"A few days later, April 6th, I think. 
Minister 
Shlmamura replied, 
and after 
expressing 
the usual felicitations, 
said 
that: 
" 'In 
Japan's 
dealings 
with 
Hawaii, 
small as it is, has been and will continue 
to be of that high order of conduct and 
courtesy with which it deals with the 
more 
powerful 
nations.' 
Further 
along 
the Minister stated that the matter would 
have to be submitted to his Government 
for determination, 
but he continued 
to 
point to what he believed was a violation 
of the treaty, for he said: "Referring 
to 
the immigrants of the first class. 
Al- 
though they may not have compiled tech 


nically 
with 
every reoulrement of the 
Board 
of 
Immigration, 
yet they 
have 
with the spirit of it. 
" 'Taking a lareer view of the matter. 
continued 
Minister 
Shlmamura, 
'would it 
not nave neen Dest not to have imposed 
upon the Ignorant people after they have 
broken up their homes and sold their ef- 
fects, 
only 
to be rejected here, 
simply 
because they have not compiled with the 
Board 
of Immigration? 
You have 
been 
misinformed." continued the Minister, 
're- 
garding the second class, as to the nature 
of that memorandum 
of agreement. It 
was the result of the general 
laws of the 
Japanese 
Government 
pertaining to all 
emigrants from Japan, so as to provide 
against what might be serious 
suffering 
of Japanese emigrants in this country. 
This regulation should have the approval 
of your Government as providing a means 
means of support for the emigrant after 
he arrives here. 
This class came, not as 
contract labor, but as free immigrants. 
Having presented 
the required 130, in acr 
cordance 
with 
the treaty, they should 
have oeen permitted to land. 
" 'I 
cannot 
see," 
continued 
Minister 
Shlmamura 
in this same letter, 'that a 
distinction 
should be made between 
Jap- 
anese who hnve resided 
in this country 
and those who have not." 
"Following 
this." said Minister Cooper, 
"he deals with our proposition 
to suspend 
Immigration 
when conducted 
by private 
parties. 
He contended 
that the Govern- 
ment has not the right to limit nor 
mod-lf- v 
except by an alteration of the treaty. 
"Under date of Toklo, April 
19th, 
and 
receheU by me at the hand of Minister 
Shlmamura 
on May 
11th, 
was a letter, 
written by Count Okuma. Japanese Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, in which he re- 
cites the fact of the nature of the emi- 
grants by the Shlnshiu 
Maru 
on April 
!th. 
In this communication 
Count 
Oku- 
ma informs this Government that he has 
uiven thoughtful and deliberate 
consid 
eration to all the questions 
involved and, 
although influenced 
by a friendly 
desire 
to accord due weight to every extenuat- 
ing 
circumstance, 
the Government 
con- 
siders 
that 
the inhospitable 
acts 
com- 
plained of were In derogation 
of the 
con- 
ventional 
rights of Japanese subjects. 
"Directly under the treaty of 
1S71 and 
Indirectly 
by application 
of the most 
fa- 
vored nation principle 
to treaties now in 
force 
between 
Hawaii 
and other 
coun- 
tries. Japanese subjects, 
absolutely 
and 
equally with Hawaiian 
citizens are one, 
at liberty, 
freely and securely 
to enter 
with their ships and cargos 
all places, 
ports and rivers 
in Hawaii 
which 
are 
open to foreign commerce. 
"2. They have the right to travel, trade, 
reside and exercise 
every 
profession 
or 
industry in all parts or Hawaii. 
"3. They are entitled 
to constant and 
complete 
protection 
from the Hawaiian 
Goverrment for their persons and prop- 
erty, as well as in resard to civil rights. 
"I. They are also 
entitled 
to free and 
easy access 
to the courts of justice of 
Hawaii 
In 
prosecution 
and 
defense 
of 
their rights, in every instance and degree 
of jurisdiction 
established 
by the 
laws 
and, 
"5. They are at liberty, 
under any and 
all circumstances, 
to choose and employ 
lawyers 
and 
solicitors, 
advocates 
or 
agents from any class whom they may 
see fit to authorize to act for them or In 
their name. 
" "In disregard of these rights,' wrote 
Count Okuma, 
'4C0 Japanese subjects, 
af- 
ter being confined for some considerable 
time, and without any judicial 
determi- 
nation, 
without having 
access 
to 
the 
courts, without huvlng permission 
to con 
sult with our representative, 
were 
ly 
expelled from the country." 
"It Is not suggested that similar treat- 
ment 
would, under any circumstanced, 
be meted out to Hawaiian citizens. 
In 
fact, the notion was based upon the fact 
that persons concerned 
were aliens, who, 
by a statutory fiction, were deemed to be 
without 
the territorial limits of Hawaii. 
"Count Okuma said, also, that his Gov- 
ernment 
was 
convinced 
that Act 
17 of 
1SS5 and Act 
& of the preceding year, if 
correctly 
interpreted 
by Hawaiian 
au- 
thorities, 
is in contravention of the 
ex- 
isting 
treaty 
between 
the two 
Govern- 
ments. 
The proper 
regulation of Immi- 
gration, he admits Is the legitimate 
ex- 
ercise 
of the police power of the State, 
and reasonable 
laws on that subject, 
rea- 
sonably 
administered 
by 
Hawaii, 
will 
provoke 
no remonstrance 
from 
Japan. 
In the present case the laws were a re- 
versal of the existing 
precedents 
arbitra-il- y 
and capriciously 
enforced, 
and that 
the extra judicial proceedings 
of the 
Ha- 
waiian 
authorities were not conclusive, 
and the refusal of the court appealed 
to, 
to Intervene was a denial of justice. 
The 
conclusion being that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment entertained the expectation 
that 
this Government 
will recognize the prin- 
ciple of Indemnification 
and, further, that 
they ask 
for 
the additional 
assurance 
that these acts will not be repeated. 
"The particulars regarding the amount 
of the claim, Count Okuma wrote, would 
be made the subject of a further 
com- 
munication, but I may say here, that the 
communication 
has 
not 
yet 
been 
re- 
ceived." 
Mr. 
Cooper, 
continuing 
his 
conversa- 
tion, 
said: 
"You 
will understand that 
my first letter was not one of argument 
or defense. 
It was a mere statement of 
facts. 
The correspondence 
which has fol- 
lowed, has brought out other points, and 
now this Government 
has been charged 
with shifting its policy to suit the occa- 
sion. 
"I replied 
to this letter on May 
24th, 
and my answer to the first point in his 
communication 
was 
that 
the 
examina- 
tion of the immigrants 
was before a com- 
petent tribunal, and the decision of the 
Supreme 
Court, 
sustaining the Customs 
authorities, was founded upon 
principles, 
and the result having 
been arrived at, it is a complete 
assur- 
ance that the immigrants were denied no 
rights guaranteed 
them 
by the treaty. 
The acts mentioned were reasonable 
reg- 
ulations 
to protect residents of this coun- 
try against undesirable 
immigrants, 
and 
that the validity of the acts cannot 
be 
successfully 
assailed 
on the ground that 
they are in violation 
of tho treaty, as 
they make no discrimination 
between the 
subjects 
of Japan and any other country. 
That the provisions of Section 
1, Act 
66, 
of the Laws of 
1S94, are well within the 
reasonable 
exercise 
of the police power 
of the State, that such laws are neces- 
sary to the peace and 
well-bein- g 
of a 
nation. 
The right to pass such laws 
Is 
inalienable 
and well within 
the laws. 
I, 
insisted that this Government, 
in 
com- 
mon 
with 
other 
Independent 
nations, 
maintains 
the right 
to 
protect 
itself 
against 
injurious 
consequences 
which 
would arise, 
both from unrestricted 
im- 
migration 
of 
individuals, 
dangerous 
to 
the country in its moral, sanitary 
and 
economic interests and from an immigra- 
tion, stimulated beyond its natural course 
through the enterprise of Individuals and 
companies 
promoting 
such 
immigration 
from motives of profit, which stimulates 
emigration, 
tends 
to the embarrassment 
of the labor condition 
and, indirectly, 
to 
the orderly status of the community 
and, 
possessing this power. 
Is to be exercised 
for the protection and security. 
Is clothed 
with the right to determine 
the occasion 
on which 
the" power may be called forth. 
"I am not aware," continued 
Minister 
Cooper, "that the 
favored-natio- 
n 
clause 
In any treaty has ever been construed 
to 
this great Iepgth, and, at the same time, 
while not agreeing to the claim of His 
Excellency, 
that Japanese subjects have 
the right to travel, trade, reside and 
ex- 
ercise 
profession 
and 
Industry 
in 
all 
parts of Hawaii, I should maintain that 
provision if all treaties between Hawaii 
and other countries 
are subject to 
Its 
constitution 
and 
such 
laws 
which 
have 
been passed by the Legislature. 
"It is strenuously denied that the imm- 
igrants were entitled 
to any further 
con- 
sideration 
of residential rights than was 
accorded 
to them." 
One of the complaints 
made 
by 
Min- 
ister Shlmamura was that which referred 
to the treatment of immigrants 
while In 
quarantine, in so far as it related to their 
being denied the privilege of a conference 
with their representative or the services 
of a lawyer. 
"In dealing with this phase of the con- 
troversy," said Minister Cooper, 
T drew 
his attention to the fact that the Shln- 
shiu Maru arrived here 
on the 27th of 
February. 
The period of quarantine 
ex- 
pired on March 
10th, and habeas 
corpus 
proceedings 
began the same day, but not 
until the 17th of March, 
one week later, 
was any request received 
from 
him 
to 
have a personal 
examination 
of the im- 
migrants. I remember 
It very well, for 
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I had my hat on and was ready to go to 
quarantine when his message 
arrived. 
I 
stepped 
to 
tho 
telephone 
and 
told 
him 
that I would be glad to have him go over 
with me In my boat and to meet me at 
Brewer's 
wharf. 
Minister 
ShUnamura 
kept the appointment, 
and with Aim were 
Attorney 
Humphreys 
and the Secretary 
of the Legation. 
On arrival at the sta 
tion, and as I was going Into the room 
to begin the investigation. 
Mr. Humph- 
reys stepped forward and stated that Mr. 
Shlmamura 
requested a private and per- 
sonal investigation. 
I immediately 
asked 
the purport of it. and Mr. Shlmamura 
declined 
to give it. 
He 
and 
his party 
then left the station. 
"Afterwards I received a letter 
from 
Mr. Shlmamura. 
asking for a private and 
personal 
Investigation, 
and this was 
giv- 
en him. 
The Japanese Government 
has 
stated that immigrants were denied per 
mission to see tneir representative or to 
consult a lawyer. 
I particularly Investi- 
gated this and 
found 
that 
the 
immi 
grants had never asked 
to see Minister 
Shlmamura, 
nor did they ask for a law 
yer. 
'Then 
there was 
the contention 
over 
taking the immigrants 
from the ship. In 
touching 
this point 
In 
my communica- 
tion, 
I explained 
that it was 
done 
In 
order 
to perform 
quarantine duties 
and 
make 
the confinement 
less a hardship. 
As a matter of fact, it was an act of hu- 
manity to the Immigrants. 
"It Is true enough that Hawaii was 
In- 
strumental in instituting the emigration 
of the Jnpanese 
to this country, but only 
under a specific understanding, 
more par- 
ticularly set forth In the convention 
en- 
tered Into between the two Governments 
In 
1SS6, 
but in no instance has Hawaii 
ever sought to effect a colonization 
by 
emigrants 
from 
Japan, 
and has 
ever 
claimed the right to suspend 
emigration 
from Japan when conducted 
by private 
parties. 
There 
has been no reversal 
of 
any 
precedents 
heretofore 
established. 
The 
Government 
has 
made 
repeated 
attempts to prevent the Illegal Immigra- 
tion which it has felt satisfied has been 
in progress for a considerable 
period, but 
which until the case of the immigrants 
of the Shlnshiu 
Maru had been 
unsuc- 
cessful. 
As a matter of fact, I was 
In 
receipt of letters from the agents of two 
rival Immigration 
companies. 
Informing 
me of the fact and offering to give bonds 
for the proper performance 
of their 
du- 
ties as immigration 
agents, provided they 
were given exclusive 
right to bring 
the 
immigrants 
here. 
It was on this Infor 
mation that I acted. 
"The immigration 
laws are not In con- 
travention of 
the 
treaty," 
wrote 
Min 
ister Cooper, "and their enforcement 
was 
justifiable. 
This 
Government 
refuses 
to 
recognize that any principle 
of Indemni- 
fication applies 
in the premises. 
In re 
gard to the assurance that 
the acts of 
this 
Government 
should 
not 
be 
re- 
peated, 
we claim that we were Justified 
in a former 
action. 
If a similar infrac- 
tion should take place a like action would 
necessarily 
follow. 
"Following 
this," said Minister 
Cooper, 
"I received a request from Minister 
Shl- 
mamura, 
asking for an Interview. 
I an- 
swered this by saying that If the Inter 
view was confined to matters In the cor- 
respondence, 
I would be glad to accord 
it to him, but if other matters were to 
be brought up, I would Insist that they 
he uy correspondence, 
we had 
ono or 
two 
Interviews, 
and, 
finding 
that 
the 
business 
was branching out, 
the 
Inter- 
views were dropped and the negotiations 
hnve since been conducted 
by correspon- 
dence. 
"Under date of June 4th, Minister 
Shl- 
mamura wrote, 
Inquiring 
about the 
ex- 
tended 
quarantine. 
I explained 
to him 
that German measles had broken out the 
day the quarantlno period expired, 
and 
under the quarantine regulations, 
it was 
necessary 
to continue 
It. 
Then 
came a 
letter of many 
pages. 
We call 
it 
Here 
the 
lefter," 
in which 
the whole 
matter was 
reviewed. 
Referring to the 
question 
of the connection 
of Kinney 
& 
Ballou with the case, he said they were 
advocates 
of the immigrants. 
"The day Minister Shlmamura, 
his 
Sec- 
retary and Mr. Humphreys 
went with me 
to the Quarantine Station," said 
Minis- 
ter Cooper, "and the Minister 
asked 
for 
the private Interview, 
you will 
remem 
ber, I asked the purport. Evidently there 
was a misunderstanding, 
for It seems he 
understood 
me to say 'result,' and in this 
long letter he discusses pretty freely this 
part of the subject and also the fact of 
the immigrants being removed 
from the 
ship. 
He says; 
" 'Your Government 
is responsible, 
not- 
withstanding the laws. 
If th'ey infringe 
on 
international 
precedents. 
Having 
come 
within 
the jurisdiction 
of 
your 
courts, 
they are clearly 
within 
the ter- 
ritory of the 
Republic. 
I do not mean 
at all," wrote Minister Shlmamura, 
'to en- 
ter into a discussion of the nature of the 
examination 
of the Customs 
authorities 
and whether that examination 
is final or 
not. 
The 
Hawaiian 
Government 
must 
naturally havejresponsibility 
for the fair- 
ness and righteousness 
of examination.' 
"Reference 
was made 
In this letter to 
a case 
In 
November, 
ISM, 
when 
Chief 
Justice Judd, acting as a single Justice, 
decided that a man, with a certificate 
of 
deposit on a bank here, was eligible to 
land, as the certificate 
of deposit was 
le- 
gal under the act. 
"But under a later decision, continued 
Minister Cooper, "the Supreme 
Court de 
cided that 
It has no jurisdiction 
other 
than to inquire whether the law has been 
complied with. 
"Minister 
Shlmamura, in his letter, stat- 
ed that the Immigrants 
did not know the 
decision of the Customs authorities, and 
that 
they 
were 
returned 
to 
the 
ship 
through 
menace and cheat. 
The Minister 
said, further: 
" 'But what I wish to know Is, why the 
Hawaiian 
Government 
has not taken the 
trouble to notify us? If you had Intimat- 
ed to us a change 
in your Immigration 
policy, then these people would not have 
come. 
I am sure the Japanese Govern- 
ment 
will not stop in this matter until 
It has received the most satisfactory an- 
swer.' 
This was answered by me on June 
25th, in which I stated the cause of the 
extension 
of quarantine. I also reviewed 
the connection 
of Kinney 
& Ballou and 
repeated 
that there had been no request 
made upon them by the immigrants 
for 
a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
I stated that 
Kinney 
& Ballou, when the case was in 
court, 
repeatedly 
refused 
to answer 
my 
question as to who retained them. 
This 
supports 
the previous contention that the 
Immigrants 
had not asked to see counsel 
and 
consequently 
were 
not 
denied the 
right to see attorneys. 
They never asked 
and were never denied. 
I stated that his 
complaint that he was denied a private 
examination 
amounted 
to 
nothing, 
be- 
cause he had been granted the request. 
"Regarding the jurisdiction 
of the 
Su- 
preme Court, I stated that the Legisla- 
ture had the right to establish the 
tri- 
bunal as It may see fit, and that the 
de- 
cision Is final. The fact remains that the 
petition 
of 
S. 
M. Ballou 
was not only 
heard 
on behalf of the immigrants, 
but 
the decision was to the effect that the 
Supreme Court has decided that all 
pro- 
ceedings relative to their rights of 
im- 
migrants to enter a country have been 
properly conducted, 
so that, after all has 
been 
said, 
nevertheless 
they have 
had 
their day In court. 
V 
"I wrote him that I understood 
from 
his letter that he did not Intend to dis- 
cuss the merits of the proceedings 
before 
the Customs authorities. 
Regarding the 
admission 
of 
women, 
having 
relatives 
here, I stated that this was 
In accord- 
ance with a previous ruling by this 
de- 
partment, and as to men who previously 
resided here, they were admitted for the 
reason 
that the Government 
considered 
their status different, 
and did not care 
to raise the question 
of vested rights. 
'The Japanese 
Government 
contends 
that we cannot go behind the simple pos- 
session of the $50. 
The law construes 
It 
differently; 
in this case 
'possession' 
Is 
synonymous 
with 
ownership. 
I cannot 
give you 
money 
merely 
to be 
handed 
back 
to me as you step 
oft the gang- 
plank. 
The money these men had. It ap- 
pears, 
was 
handed 
them 
to 
show the 
Customs 
official, an act 
In 
itself 
suffi- 
cient 
to warrant their being sent back. 
I contend that the burden 
of proof Is on 
the Immigrant, 
not 
upon 
the 
Govern- 
ment; he is to prove ownership of money 
I 
understand 
that 
the 
memorandum 
which 
these 
men carried, comes within 
the purview of Section 
1, Act 17, Laws of 
1535. 
and the mere 
fact that it might, 
under certain circumstances, 
be optional 
for the immigrant to avail himself of the 
employment guaranteed, does not take it 
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out of the provisions of Section 
1. Act 17. 
It became 
very apparent, by the guar 
antee given by the immigration 
company. 
that it would do everyminK '" 
3 power 
to supply employment 
for the men. could 
not bo carried out by It. 
"It was well known 
to the Hxecutlve 
that the planters had been supplied with 
nil the labor necessary, and that through 
the proper channels 
more 
men 
would 
mean 
an 
over-suppl- y. 
It 
is, 
further, 
clearly 
shown 
that 
these 
immigrants 
were 
all agricultural 
laborers, 
and as 
such 
did not come within 
the terms of 
the treaty of 
1S71. 
which 
clearly 
limits 
the Immigration 
of the Japanese subjects 
to the merchant class. 
This 
interpreta- 
tion of the treaty has been adopted 
by 
the Japanese authorities regarding the 
emigration 
of Hawaiian, citizens, and the 
mere fact that heretofore the Immigrants 
from Japan of this character have been 
allowed to enter this country Is no 
an- 
swer to the question. 
The position 
Is, in 
fact, 
limited 
In Its scope, and does not 
bind this country to accept 
immigrants 
from Japan 
of tho class 
In which the 
nprsnn 
in mipatlnn helonirs. 
'This Is more conclusively 
shown that 
when tho Immigration 
of this class was 
about to begin it was found necessary 
to 
enter into 
a. convention under which the 
Immigration 
Japanese subjects was 
suc- 
cessfully carried on to the satisfaction of 
this Government. 
Emigrants who have 
left Japan, not under the auspices 
of the 
convention, but under contracts for serv- 
ice, the form of which has been approved 
by the Board of Immigration, 
may well 
be considered 
to bo voluntary emigrants, 
coming. neither under tho provisions 
of 
tho treaty or the convention. 
This 
was glad to welcome such sub- 
jects of Japan to this country as have 
come under the 
provisions 
of the 
con- 
vention and also such emigrants as have 
come under the auspices of tho Board of 
Immigration, 
and, 
while It is probably 
true that a large number 
of Immigrants 
have come to this country 
In violation 
of 
our laws, and that the immigration 
com- 
panies are really the culpable 
ones, still 
it became a matter of necessity that the 
action 
now 
complained 
of 
should 
be 
taken by this Government, 
In order 
to 
nrevent 
a larco 
Influx 
of 
Immigrants 
who might disturb the economic and po- 
litical 
conditions 
of the country. 
"Hawaii has no intention 
or desire 
to 
suspend 
Immigration 
with Japanese sub- 
jects when they come under tho treaty or 
under the auspices 
of the Board 
of 
Im- 
migration 
or the convention. 
"It Is a matter oi sincere 
regrei mat 
the action 
now complained 
of was 
con- 
sidered 
necessary, 
but the Government 
can take no other view than that it was 
perfectly 
justified 
in 
taking 
the 
step 
which 
resulted 
In 
the 
rejection 
of 
so 
many Japanese subjects. 
"I 
wrote 
Minister 
Shlmamura 
that I 
had no knowledge of tho charge that men 
were put aboard 
by menace and cheat. 
If this warn the case, it was by men 
un- 
authorized 
to do so. 
If known 
to be a 
fact, the persons 
would 
receive 
severe 
condemnation. 
"I understand from 
Mr. Shimamura's 
letter that the real objection by his Gov- 
ernment is that there has been a severe 
change 
of policy In regard to the Inter- 
pretation of Act 
17, and that 
if a pre- 
vious notice had been given to his 
Gov- 
ernment this regretful affair would 
not 
have occurred. 
Believing 
this. I said in 
reply that It was Impossible for this Gov- 
ernment 
to foretell 
coming 
events or to 
anticipate that the issue would arise In 
the manner presented 
on the occasion of 
the nrrlvnl 
of the three steamers. I told 
him I hoped this would proe a satis- 
factory explanation. 
Three 
days 
later-Ju-ne 
2Sth 
I sent him the following: 
" 'Referring 
to the subject 
of corre 
spondence 
between 
His Imperial Japan- 
ese Majesty's Government 
and the Gov 
ernment 
or Hawaii, relating to tne con 
troversy that has arisen in regaru to me 
rejected 
Immigrants, 
permit 
me to add 
to my letter of the 25th Inst., that, while 
still malntaing the Integrity of the posi- 
tion 
taken 
by 
this 
Government, 
yet 
should the paitles fall to arrive at a set- 
tlement 
of the question, I am authorized 
hy 
this 
Government, 
in 
view 
of 
the 
friendly 
relations that have so long 
ex- 
isted between the two countries 
and the 
mutual benefits of a continuance 
of such 
friendly intercouse, 
and the fact that the 
Important 
questions .Involved have to do 
with the construction 
of the treaty and 
convention 
now existing 
between the two 
countries, 
as well as a discussion 
of the 
laws of this country, 
to suggest that the 
matters at issue be referred to a disin- 
terested arbitrator or arbitrators for set- 
tlement, 
and in case such suggestion 
is 
accepted 
by His imperial Japanese Maj- 
esty's Government, 
to say that 
the 
Ha- 
waiian Government 
will abide by the re- 
sult." 
"After this was sent, this Government 
received 
a letter 
from 
Count 
Okuma, 
through 
Minister Shlmamura, 
dated June 
12th, but as It has not yet been answered, 
I do not care to discuss it at this time." 
Before 
giving 
out the Information 
to 
the 
press, 
or at least 
before 
It 
had 
reached 
the afternoon papers. 
Minister 
Cooper sent word to Minister 
Shlmamura 
of his Intention. 
About 
3 p. m. one of the 
attaches of the Japanese Legation 
called 
at the Foreign 
Office with a request from 
Minister 
Shlmamura 
that the matter be 
withheld 
until 
the arrival 
of the next 
mail from Japan, by which he expeoted 
an important letter. 
In answer to the' 
communication 
of June 
2Sth, 
and 
the 
publication 
of 
the 
correspondence, 
at 
this time, he feared, would interfere with 
the amicable settlement of the affair. 
As the matter had already reached 
the 
afternoon 
papers, Mr. Cooper replied that 
he could not withhold 
It.

NEWS 


Nothing important bas been 
re- 
ceived by the Australia's mail rel- 
ative to the tariff bill. It 
was 
thought that it would not be 
ad- 
justed so as to meet the views of 
both Senate and nouso of Repre- 
sentatives, 
mueh before the close 
of July, so that the bill may go into 
affect on or about August 
1st. 
Secretary 
Gage bas made tbe 
suggestion that a clause be incor- 
porated in the tariff bill, imposing 
a tax of one cent a pound on all 
sugar refined from raws imported 
prior to the passage of the tariff 
act. It is estimated that an 
inter-sa-l 
revenue tax of this land would 
yield 'about 
516.000.000. 
This 
tax would cover most, if not all tbe 
sugar that has been rushed into tbe 
country 
during 
the 
past 
few 
months 
to escape the 
increased 
duty under the new 
tariff. 
Of 
course die sugar trust would have 
to pay the largest part of this tax. 
which would take the form of an 
internal revenue tax. If this pro- 
portion can be brought to a vote. 
it will indicate pretty clearly what 
Senators are in league with tbe 
trust. 
Tbe suggestion 
is a very 
shrewd one. whether it be carried 
out or not. 
Latest advices show no change in 
the 
situation 
in 
Turkey 
and 
Greece. 
Turkev 
continues 
ber 
devastation of the rich agricultural 
province 
of 
Thessaly, 
driving 
out the 
Greek-farme- rs 
and taking 
their grain crops for ber army's 
use. 
Apparently the only reason 
why $he European 
powers do not 
make a move of some kind to con- 
vince Turkey that she must obey 
their orders, 
is distrust of 
each 
other or of the three 
principal 
powers 
Russia. 
Germany 
and 
England. 
In the meanwhile, Tur- 
key shows them that "possession is 
nine points of tbe law." 
Regarding Cuba, the report is 
that 
General "Weyler 
bas at last 
been recalled, and General Blanco 
appointed in his place. 
"Weyler's 
recall seems to haye been on ac 
count of his order to annihilate tbe 
village of Bayamo, in tbe State of 
Santiago, 
the most 
eastern 
pro- 
vince of Cs&. It was a military 
depot for the supply of tbe Spanisb 
troops, bat the insurgents manaced 
to secure all the supplies sent there. 
He is reported to have ordered the 
vilkgejo be destroyed. 
About the 
same date, July 11. the Cuban 
forces suddenly appeared in large 
numbers 
in the western "par 
of 
the island, and even in Havana 
province, a few miles from the ca- 
pital, under 
Geaeral 
Arango, 
a 
new name to readers here, but said 
to be a bold and popular 
leader, 


from Havana. 
In tbe engagement 


the Cubans won, and drove tbe 


Spauiards off, though tbe losses on 
both sides were about 
tbe 
same. 
This 
General Arango belongs to 
one of the first families in Havana.

NOT 
AX 
UXTEIED 
POLICY. 


Some 
of the 
London 
papers, 
commenting on tbe annexation of 
Hawaii to tbe United States, speak 
of it as "a new experiment in the 
thorny path of Colonial expansion 
a new departure from America's 
historical policy." 
This is not the 
case, by any means. 
"vTben Alaska 
was 
purchased 
from 
Russia 
in 
1S71, objection was made by many 
that it was too remote and separ- 
ated from the United States, that 
it was inaccessible, a cold and bar- 
ren land, fit only for Indians and 
wild beasts. But it has proved not 
only 
easily 
accessible, but each 
year lines of fine steamships ply to 
its 'principal 
ports, crowded with 
passengers 
and freight, returning 
loaded with lumber and products 
of tbe new territory. The mines 
already discovered and worked, are 
proving to be among the richest 
on the continent 
a continuation 
of the great deposits of gold, 
sil- 
ver, 
lead, 
iron 
and 
coal 
that 
abound 
so plentifully throughout 
the Rocky mountain 
range from 
Oolorado to British Columbia, and 


tho Arctic Ocean. 
These may yet 
prove to bo the most productive 
and profitable mining 
regions on 
the continent. 
The United States 
paid Russia $7,200,000 for Alas- 
ka, then considered only fit for In- 
dians and wild beasts. 
But does 
anyone 
believe that Undo 
Sam 
would part with it, if offered one 
hundred 
millions 
of 
dollars? 
jNever. 
This purchase of "foreign 
territory" 
took 
place 
twenty-si- x 
years ago, and it certainly has not 
proved "a thorny path of colonial 
expansion," but on the contrary, a 
veritable bonanza, whether viewed 
as a stragetic move or a field for the 
expansion of her growing laboring 
population of miners abd fanners. 
AYitb the valuable 
acquisition 
of 
foreign 
territory 
came 
also 
tho 
chain of islands that stretch from 
Sitka nearly to the Asiatic- - coast, 
tho most distant island Attau, 
be-i-n: 
about two thousand miles west 
of Sitka, 
2,943 
miles from 'San 
Francisco in a bee line, and nearly 
C,000 miles from 
Yasbington, the 
Capital of the United States. From 
the island of Attu to the most eas 
tern point of the State of Maine is 
190 degrees of longitude, or more 
than half the distance round the 
globe. 
The sun in summer is 
al- 
ways shining 
on some part of the 
United 
States. 
When the June 
twilight settles on tbe fisherman's 
hut on Attu, the morning light is 
already 
glowing 
on the hills of 
Maine. 
It is useless to talk of "a 
new and untried colonial policy" 
to a nation whose domain stretches 
from sunset to sunrise. 
As to 
11a-waiia- 
being like wild untutored 
Arabs, the Aleuts 
may be more 
nearly 
like them, 
though 
classed 
as Greek Christians, but the 
Ha-waiia- ns 
are mostly Protestauts or 
Roman 
Catholics, 
and 
as a rule 
more or less educated, there being 
few among them unable 
to read 
and write. 
The language of the London pa- 
pers that "the acquisition of for- 
eign dependencies like Hawaii will 
bring with it a new 
and untried 
foreign policy" has no ground to 
rest on, as the policy of acquiring 
foreign territory has been tried for 
at least 
twenty-si- x 
years, and 
so 
far, has been quite successful. Nor 
need any fears be entertained that 
when Hawaii is annexed, the same 
success 
will be developed. 
vSays 
the 
New York 
Sun, 
'President 
Johnson, 
nearly thirty years ago, 
in a message to Congress, expressly 
resented tbe idea 'that our politi- 
cal system cannot successfully be 
applied to an area more extended 
than our own continent,' 
and be 
was referring at that time to the' 
Sandwich 
Islands. 
"With 
much 
good sense he pointed 
out that 
:the increased facilities for inter- 
communication' 
between countries 
should change adverse notions on 
that point. 
Indeed, what cnew de- 
parture' is there in the annexation 
of Hawaii, compared with that of 
Alaska, so far removed from the 
rest of our domains, and even with 
a 
foreign 
country 
intervening? 
Thus the European notion that we 
are 
undertaking a novel 
experi- 
ment is all wrong. 
The Pall Mall 
Gazette's dictum that 'it is an un- 
doubted 
i 
departure in tbe coloniz 
i 
ing sense, 
is imaginary. 
Hawaii 
will 
be no more a colony 
than 
Alaska is, no more than Louisiana 
and Florida were. 
"We are still 
marching along the road on which 
the fathers of the republic started, 
and extending, 
as they 
did, the 
sway of the Stars and Stripes." 


There seems to be no doubt that 
the sugar beet enterprise in Cali- 
fornia is being inaugurated and 
boomed with the help of Japanese 
laborers imported for this express 
purpose. 
There is a strong proba- 
bility that they come over from 
Japan or British. Columbia under 
contracts, 
that 
they 
know 
just 
where they are going, what they 
have to do, and what pay they are 
to receive. 
The system may differ 
a little from ours, tut it amounts 
to the same 
thing. 
Here is an 
item 
from 
a 
California 
paper: 
"Labor Commissioner 
Fitzgerald 


has received information that fifty 
more arrived at "Watsonville 
and 
have been given 


" employment 
in 
the beet 
fields. 
Tho promptness 
with1 which the men were engaged 


has given riso to the suspicion that 
they came to the United States un- 
der contract to work for 
"Watson-vill-o 
farmers. 
The immigration 
commissioner says that a majority 
of tho Japanese immigrants go di- 
rect to the beet fields. 
"While no 
Japanese or Chinese are employed 
in the factory at "Watsonville, 
the 
fields are full of Mongolians. 
Re- 
ferring to the statements 
of the 
labor commissioner, A. B. Sproc- 
kets says: 
'Some 
Japanese 
are 
working in the fields of the beet 
growers, but 93 per cent, of the 
labor of beet raising at "Watson- - 
Lville is done bv the American 
la 
borers. 
Of course the factory does 
not produce 
the beets, 
but con 
tracts simply to pay $1 a ton for 
the beets delivered. 
The labor is 
chiefly performed 
by the farmers, 
who employ men and boys to cul- 
tivate the fields.' " 


THE IMMIGRATION 
CONTROVERSY 


In this 
issue will 
be, found a full 
statement 
of the controversy 
between 
Japan and Hawaii, as furnished by the 
Hawaiian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs 
to members of the press. 
It was an 
act of special courtesy on the part of 
the Government to give this informa- 
tion to the public, as so many conflict 
ing rumors 
have been in circulation 
both here and abroad, that it has been 
difficult to arrive at the truth, or judge 


of the merits of the question 
In 
dis- 
pute. 
There are some nice points of 
international 
law involved in the con- 
troversy, and other features of it which 
must rest on the right of this or any 
government to protect the Interests of 
its people, and in doing so to adopt 
such measures 
as ordinary 
prudence 


would dictate. 
It is one of those cases, 
where the rights 
of each party may 
not have been so clearly stated 
In the 
treaty 
as 
to 
furnish 
unquestionable 
ground 
for 
action 
in the 
premises. 
Taking this view of it the effort of the 
Hawaiian 
Government 
to submit 
the 
case to arbitration, while not 
conced-In- 
g 
the justice of its action, was alike 
honorable and commendable, and will 
most surely be viewed In this light by 
all the foreign powers. It shows a de- 
sire to conciliate and adjust the contro- 
versy on such terms as an impartial 
jury may decide. 


t 


The principle 
of arbitration is not 
incompatible with the maintenance 
of 
the dignity 
of the individual, 
or the 
nation proposing to submit 
a. dispute 
to an arbiter, 
nor does it deny the 
justness of the position of either party 
to the 
dispute. 
Some 
of the 
most 
powerful nations of the world have had 
, 
recourse to this method when they have 
been at logger-hea- ds 
with another 
na- 
tion, and when an amicable settlement 
has been desired. 
The results 
have 
been 
almost 
uniformly 
satisfactory, 
and have preserved the comity of na- 
tions, which in many cases could not 
otherwise 
ave 
been 
accomplished. 
Both Japan 
and Hawaii are 
fixed in 
their positions in the present contro- 
versy, and "arbitration 
is a solution. 
It is to be hoped that Japan will accept 
the offer of this Government 
The last 
dispatches from the United States 
con- 
tained the Information that Japan had 
refused 
to arbitrate. 
This 
does not 
coincide with the interview secured by 
the associate editor of the Washington 
Star with Count Okuma, in which he 
stated that resort to arbitration might 
be the alternative if the countries could 
not come to an agreement. 
The spirit 
that prompts a refusal to submit a disp- 


ute-to 
disinterested statesmen for set- 


tlement, 
when 
two countries 
cannot 
agree, is the spirit that threatens 
the 
commercial, moral and social prosper- 
ity of the nations. 


In a curious way (says the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Independent), 
the beet sugar industry 
of the United 


States has its direct influence on the 
abrogation of the Hawaian Treaty, and 
indirectly on the question of annexa 
tion. 
Naturally 
Mr. Spreckels and the. 
"Beet Sugar Association'- 
- aesire to cut 


off the free sugar of Hawaii. The "Beet 
Sugar Trust" has been a powerful 
in- - 


lluenco 
on the Sennto for weeks past, 


in the effort to abrogate 
tho Treaty. 


On tho other hand, naturally, 
the Ha- 


waiian 
sugar-growe- 
rs 
are against any 
change in tho Treaty, which they re- 


gard as reciprocal 
by tho cession of 
Pearl Harbor to the United States, in 
exchange for the concession to Hawaii 


of free sugar. 
Mr. Spreckels and Henry 


Oxnard, tho 
President 
of tho 
"Beet 
Sugar Association," 
quite ignore 
the 
Pearl Harbor provision of the Treaty, 


and apparently see only the 
free-sug-ar 


sido of the question. 
They have no In- 


terests in Pearl Harbor, but they have 
vast interests 
In beet sugar. 
Mr. 
Ox- 


nard talks freely and severely of the 
Hawaiian 
Sugar Trust and the "Ha- 
waiian Lobby" In Washington, 
in tho 
interest of free sugar. 
At the same 
time many other people are just as 
sure that the Beet Sugar Trust is even 
a more powerful lobby, and speak quite 
as freely of tho "Beet Sugar Lobby." 


Mr. Oxnard also holds up the evils of 
cheap, or contract labor In Hawaii, and 
yet Claus Spreckels, who now has the 
largest 
interest 
In 
tho 
Beet 
Sugar 
Trust, 
became a millionaire 
"Sugar 
King" 
on this same 
cheap 
labor. 
The 
friends 
of the 
Lilluokalani 
declare, with some bitterness, that Mr. 
Spreckels was but a 
halt-heart- 
ed 
Roy- 
alist at any time. 
He did not oppose 


annexation because ot any love for the 
monarchy, but because with annexation 
there could be no mare contract labor, 
and therefore he would be deprived of 
enormous profits in this line. 
It re 
mains to be seen whether 
the 
sugar-be- 
et 


industry of California will be kept 
free of contract labor, as It Is already 
announced that Japanese have appear- 


ed In the beet fields, who are suspected 


of coming into the United States, under 
contract (or this purpose.

ings and classes Is sufficient proof that 
the teachers are finding the school of 
practical 
value. 
Fine 
work 
is being 
dene in all the branches, 
and many 
teachers 
will approach the ordeal 
of a 
nest Wednesday. Thursday and Friday 
trtth fewer misgivings than they have 
felt for some time past. 
The talks of 
Dr. Brown in the High School building 
a 
at 9 a 
m. to the second section and at 
1:45 p. m. to the first section are emi- 
nently valuable and practical, and it is 
certain that much better work will be 
done through the coming year by those 
who have availed 
themselves 
of his 
on 
kindly guidance and advice. 
Yesterday morning Dr. Brown took 
as .his subject "Educational Diagnosis." 
It was pointed out that the fine art of the 
teaeklag 
is intimately 
allied to other he 
fiae arts, sciences and professions. 
The 
relationship 
between 
teaching 
and 
palming 
has been pointed 
out-- 
The 
work Df the teacher is on lines parallel 
wiih that of the minister, 
and it can 
be shown that the teacher must adopt 
some of the methods of the doctor, it 
he fe to be successful. The doctor con- 
cerns himself chiefly with pathological 
conditions, 
although 
many 
medical 
nea are now devoting their attention 
to the healthy functions of the human 
body, and trying rather to prevent dis- 
ease than to cure it Educators hare to 
do primarily with conditions of health, 
secondly 
with 
conditions 
of disease, 
tat in common with the physician, the 
teaefeer has a great deal to do with 
di- 
agnosis. 
There are no books treating 
of this 
subject 
from an educational 
standpoint, 
although 
day by day the 
importance of the subject is being more 
clearly seen. 
In the school room things are very 
often not what they seem. 
A teacher 
may think that a child is stupid or 
when really that is not the case. 
It becomes necessary, therefore, for the 
teacher to make a careful inquiry into 
the real cause of trouble. 
He may find 
that (1) the difficulty may arise from 
stae physical or physiological trouble. 
(2) Difficulty may be caused by peculi- 
arities of development, 
especially 
of 
mental 
development, or (3) the trou- 
ble may be caused by former imperfect 
teaching. 
Trouble is often caused by 
some imperfection 
In the eye 
of the 
child. 
A diagnosis 
of this case may 
be formed by observing that the child 
keeps his book too near to his eyes 
that he slips words in reading, or doea 
not see the 
black-boar- d 
clearly. 
This 
( 
may be caused by the imperfect light- 
ing 
a 
of the school room, by too much. 
or too little light, or by cross lights 
in the sehool room. A diagnosis of the 
case being formed, the teacher is in a 
position to seek a remedy. 
The light 
should not be too scattered; it should 
fall on the left side of the pupil. "Where 
necessary, the parent should be notified 
of the defective sight of the pupil, or 
the pupil sent to a physician for treat- 
ment. 
The ear, too, may often be at 
faalt; a child, by defective hearing, 
may form a habit of inattention. 
This 
difficulty, also, should receive the at- 
tention of the teacher. 
Dr. Brown was unable to finish the 
subject of "Educational Diagnosis" and 
will continue it today.

The protest against the Income Tax 
has assumed tangible form by the filing 
of two petitions 
to the Circuit Court, 
one by a private 
individual, 
James 
Campbell, and one by a corporation, 
the Honolulu Iron Works, for injunc- 
tions to restrain Tax Collector Shaw 
from assessing and collecting the 
In- 
come Tax. The Tax Collector is given 
the usb&I 19 days' time for filing an 
answer to the Court. 
The plaintiffs name themselves

ly 
in the petitions, but in a sense 
the whole community Is interested, as 
the decisions on the two cases will de- 
termine the constitutionality 
of the In- 
come Tax Act in its application to both 
individuals and corporations.

and petitions for a restraining injunc

Finance depends on the income tax for 
large part of the national 
Income, 
and what is going to replace the deficit, 
should the case go against the Govern- 
ment. "We are continually told the 
ex- 
penditures in all branches of the Gov- 
ernment are steadily reduced, and put 
a 
business-lik- e 
basis. It is a mat- 
ter of fact that the revenues derived 
from the Customs 
Department 
have 
largely Increased since the advent of 
present 
Collector-Genera- 
l, 
because 
makes the importers pay the proper 
duties and does not accept any ficti- 
tious values. The income from the Water-- 


works 
has also increased by strict 
attention to the rules. 
The revenues from the Interior De- 
partment proper have greatly added to 
the income of the Government; there 
are several new heads for licenses alto 
gether. Then we have the new License 
Act. anyway. 
Most 
of the firms pay 
greatly 
increased 
license 
fees under 
that law. Most everybody that has any 
taxes to pay will have noticed in the 
last three years that an efficient 
Tax 
Collector, to his credit, be it said, has 
largely increased 
the general tax 
in- 
come by putting proper values on our 
real estate and personal property. 
The earnings 
from the Postal 
Bu- 
reau have also increased, besides, the 
Government has seen fit to reduce the 
interest on deposits on Postal Savings 
Bank and on Post Office bonds. 
We 
also hear that expenses in the Military 
Department 
have been cut down. 
I, 
for one, think that the 
people 
pay 
enough taxes, and if the income tax 
should go against the Government, I, 
for one, fail to see where it can be 
much out. 
A suggestion I should like to make

Japanese 
and 
Chinese 
in Battle 
Near the Pali. 
Koolou had an incipient race war on 
Wednesday 
night, which might have 
ended seriously but for the interven 
tion of Contractor Whitehouse, 
Henry 
Crane and a young man named 
Town-sen- 
d. 
It seems that 
In the Chinese 
camp on the Koolau side of the Pali 
there are 30 or more Chinese who work 
on the Pali 
road. 
Almost adjoining 
this is the camp of the Japanese. 
One of the Chinese is the fortunate 
possessor of two porkers, and on Wed- 
nesday they broke pen and wandered 
up the side of the hilL As two of the 
Japanese 
were returning home 
they 
found one of the pigs and tied him up 
to a tree near their camp. When the 
owner discovered the loss he made a 
search, 
found 
the pig and drove it 
home. 
About 
S o'clock the Japanese 
called on the Chinaman 
and made a 
demand for a reward. 
This was the 
beginning of a warm discussion, 
dur- 
ing which the little brownie told his 
antagonist that 
20 
Japanese 
could 
whip 60 Chinamen. 
Then, he grabbed 
the Chinaman 
by the throat. 
Other 
Chinamen, hearing the loud voices, ran 
into the room and drove the Japanese 
away. 
Later in the evening about 40 China- 
men started for the Japanese quarters, 
but returned on the advice of their 
Iu-n- a. 
Then the Japanese started to the 
Chinamen's 
place and began stoning 
the houses. 
During this the Chinese 
Injured 
with a 
stone. 
The Japanese 
seemed determined to 
get money as a reward or have a fight, 
but the Celestial kept saying: 
"I no got money; I no likee fight. 
Suppose you likee money, you ketcfiem 
boss. I no telle you ketchem pig, any- 
how." 
This seemed to anger the Jap. and a 
general fight with stones, shovels andj 
picks, as weapons, ensued.

was over one Japanese was found with 
a broken, arm, another with a broken 
finger and one with his head gashed.
